In one 
fay they obtain tho hei-ht of several 
feet, and with a microscope their de- 
velopment can be easily watched, j 
Bit the most remarkable feature 
about the bamboo is their blossom- 
ing. With all this marvelous rapid- 
ity of growth the bloom only twice 
in a century, tbe dower appearing at 
the end of fifty years.
